Till! rcccnl. doiitli of d soiiicwliat 
promiiunil Kcntloiniin in Now .loraoy, 
icohIIh to tlio mind of tlio writer ii 
liidioroiiM (^irciuiistjinoc wliicli occur- 
red in liiH oflice wlion ho was tlio 
piildislior of 11 diiily jiiipor in tliiit 
Sliitc. 'I'iio indivi(iiiiil reforred to

One day, as I sat in tho cooking 
t-chool room looking on, while half a 
dozen young women .sat around the 
table taking notes, 1 noticed that Mrs. 
IjiiicoIh had written some recipes on a 
blackbosird near by, and while she put 
together the ingrediunts of some dish, 
she sometimes referred to the written 
lines on the board without sjieaking. 

This was. so different from the 
method of teaching, that I enquired 
what it meant. I was told that-it 
was a class from tho Horace Mann 
School for Deaf-Mnl-es. From their 
appearance one would have tliought 
that they were possessed of every sense 
thai. iiaMire is able to bestow. They 
communicated with each other by 
writing, and on tho occasion did not 
use the linger alphabet. They copied 
tlio recipes from the blackboard, beat 
eggs, sifted Hour, worked butter and 
sugar jiisl- as Mrs. Lincoln did. It is 
a fact that they become enicient cooks. 
Mrs. Lincoln said thst the parents of 
one member of the class had written 
her how successful their daughter had 
been in the preparation of dialies at 
homo. They were greatly pleased at 
the advancement made, jind the pupil 
was happy liecaiiso she found that she 
was as capable of learning and doing 
as those who possess the senses in full. 

Writing of these deaf and duinb ])eo 
plo loads mio to digress for a brief 
space, and say that I saw, while travel- 
ling the past summer, u young miss 
who h:vd become totally deaf from the 
fjivages of scarlet f((ver ; yet, when- 
ever she rode in tiie steam- cars, she 
could hear perfectly well. She had 
receiviMl tlii' attention of eminent phy- 
sicians and sjiecialists, but medical 
siiience could do nothing to ame- 
liorate her condition. An explanation 
of tho apparent phonomouon was too 
riill of tochinal terms for ordinary 
craniums to comprehend. But the 
snl)stanco of it was that the motion 
and nf)ise of tho cars acted in some 
favorable mannor on tho tympanum 
of tho ear. Was it any wonder that 
" she loved to ride in the cars," and 
to " i>ass whole days on the train for 
the sake of hearing friends speak " ':* 

It IS generally conceded th.at a little 
warm soup paves tho way admirably 
for a hearty meal that may follow. 
There is a kettle called a " soupdiges- 
tor." It is constructed especially for 
the use of soup making, having a 
cover so fitted ihat no steam can es- 
c;ipo. This prevents much of tho fla- 
vor j)aKKing off with escaping stoam. 
It is strong, and is intended to bo kept 
on tho stove all tho time for soup 
stock. Many pieces of meat, and 
liones thii are clean, are thrown awny, 
when they can be utilized palatably in 
soup. Tlie French are f.'mious for 
their soups, and for their other dishes, 
nnd yet their economy is proverbial 
There is no need of wasting an inch 
pieei^ of meat, and just so mneh nutri- 
ment is lost wlum it is thrown into the 
waste bucket. Aside from tho beef, to 
inato and chicken soups that are in 
every reliable cook book, there are 
some of lighter quality thnt give an 
■•igreoable v.irioly, are nourishing, and 
not difflcult to make. Such us : 
ULKAU SOUP. 

Four inninds of shin of beef, four 
pounds of tho knuckle of veal, or four 
pounds of fowl. Four quarts of cold 
water, eight clcvos, eight popiiercorns, 
ono tablespoonful of suit, four fable- 
spoonfuls each of chopped onion, 
carrot, iiirnip, celery and i)arsley. 
Wash the meat well iind wipe, cut it, 
and lireak the bones in smidi pieces. 
I'ut tho marrow bones and halt of 
the loan meat in the soup kettle, and 
add tho cold water. Heat slowly un- 
til the walor is rod. Add the spices, 
salt and herbs. Fry tlio vegetables 
and the remainder of the meat brown, 
and add them to the soup. Simmer 
eight hours, strain, and sot aside to 
cool. When cool remove the fat. It 
is then ready for clearing, which is 
done lis follows : Mix tho whiles and 
shells of three eggs, ono saltspoonful 
of celery salt, ono half toiispoonful of 
pepper, tho thin rind and juice of 
vMie lemon, all put into the stock 
while cold. Beat well and boil ten 
minutes, or until a thick scum forms, 
and the liquid is clear. Set it back 
on tho stove, add ono cup of cold 
water. When it sottloi?, skim and 
strain through a napkin. Servo 
clear or with egg-halls or slices of 
lemon. 

FirTF.KN MINUTE SOUP. 

Boil together in a granite aancoponn 
ono quart of tomatoes, ono cup of 
walor, one tablespoonful of sugar, 
ono lablespoonfnl of salt, four cloves, ' 
four pe|ipeicoriis or a saltspoonful of 
pepiter. and a speck of cayenne. Frv 
ono tablespoonful each of chopi>ecl| 



onion and-iiarsley, in ono tablespoon- 
ful of butter five minutes, but do not 
brown it. Add one tablespoonful of 
cornstarch, and when well mixed add 
gradually ono cup of hot vvaler ; pour 
it into the tomato ; strain and serv.o 
with toasted bread dice or crackers. 
TEA sour. 
Soak ono cup of split peas in cold 
water several hours. Boil in one 
(piart of fresh cold water until soft ; 
boil with tho peas ono stalk of celery 
or one slice of onion. Add more 
cold water as it boils away. Stir and 
scrape from the kittle often. I'ress 
it all through a strainer. Boil again, 
and ono pint of creain, milk or sou|) 
stock. Thicken with ono tablespoon- 
ful each of butter and flour cooked to- 
gether. Add one heaping teaspoou- 
ful of salt, one-half of a saltspoonful 
of pepper, and a speck of cayenne. 
Servo with crouton or toasted bread 
dice. 

POTATO SOUP. 

Three potntocs wasliod, pared, and 
cooked in salted boiliuir water until 
soft, one teaspooiiful of chopped celery 
lioiled in one j>int of milk ten minutes. 
Drain and wash tho jiotatoes, add 
milk, one tcaspoonful of salt, half a 
saltspoonful of white pepper, smd a 
speck of cayenne. Bub ail tiiroiioji a 
sieve and return to boil, add one t.-ihle- 
si)oonful of butter tind one of flour 
cooked with hidf a cup of milk. Boil 
five minutes. For a richer soup, use 
Olio quart of milk and pour the boiling 
SOU)) over two well beaten eggs. 

CKI.KRY sour. 

Ono bunch of celery cut into inch 
pieces and boiled until very soft, in 
one pint of salted water, mash in the 
water left from the boiling. Boil ono 
tablespoonful of chopped onion in one 
pint of milk ten minutes, add to it 
the celery. Press all through a fine 
sieve aiui boil again, adding one table- 
sjioonful of butter, and half a table- 
spoonful of flour cookeA together. 
Half a toiispoonftil of salt, iVrill a salt- 
spoonful of white pejiper. Boil Ave 
minutes and strain. If desired richer, 
add one cii]) of whipped cream. 

K(!0 BALLS. 

Boil four eggs twenty minutes. 
Mash Ihe yolks lo a i)asto with one tea- 
spoonful of salt, ono quarter of a salt- 
spoonful of pepper, and one tcaspoon- 
ful of melted butter. Moisten them 
withlhe beaten white or yolk of one 
egg, until they will shape easily about 
tlio sizo of marbles. Roll in flour and 
fry in butter. 

SCOTCH imoTH. 
Two pounds of tho. neck of mutton, 
half a cupful of pearl barley, ono slice 
each of carrot, lurnij> and onion, one 
sprig of ))arsley, one tcaspoonful of 
salt, a saltspoonful of pepper, two 
tablespoonfulB of butler, ono table- 
spoonful of flour, two quarts of water. 
Cut the meat into inch dice pieces. 
Bemove the fat and lioncs. Put the 
bones on to boil in a pint of wafer and 
the mc'it into three pints of water. 
Skim often and carefully. Wash tho 
barley and add to tho moat and water. 
Cut flic carrot, turnip and onion into 
quarter inch dice. Fry them five 
minutes in one tablespoonful of tho 
butler. Skim them from the butter 
and add them to tho soup. Cook 
gently two hours, or until the meat 
and barley arc tender. Strain the 
water into which the bones are boiled. 
Cook ono tablespoonful of the butter 
with one tablespoonful of flour in a 
sauce-pan. When smootl^ add it to 
the Btniined water and add it to the 
broth. Add a tablesiioonful of chop- 
ped jiarsley, a tcaspoonful of salt and 
a saltsjioonful of pepper, and serve. 

" To be conscious that wo aro ig- 
norant is ono great stop to kuow- 
ledgo," says Victor Hugo. This is a 
good doctrine with which to dissipate 
traditional tondencios respecting "how 
our grandmothers did," for culinary 
scionco is advancing and improving 
with all the other arts and sciences.

The troable at the Colorado lontitn- 
tion came to a climax a week or so 
ago. The steward, a man named Fai- 
lor, ahot at one of the papils twice, 
baa since been discharged from tlio in- 
•titntioD, and now laiiguixhes in the 
hands of the Sheriff of El Paso Conn- 
ty, Col., under the charge of assault 
with intent to kill. According to the 
Colorado uewspapers, the pnpil, Harry 
Wulptrt, had a narrow escape, as one 
of the bullets clipped off a piece of hiH 
ear. The man who did this was chief- 
ly iiistrnmental in cansiiig Prof. S. T. 
Walker to vacate the office of Princi- 
ptil, and fi^nred in a rongii-and-tnmble 
6^ht with Mr. Campbell, a teacher 
who left al the same time. 

In connection with the shooting af- 
fray, it is claimed th>it the pnpil VVol 
pert had been very insabordinate, ever 
since he had been at the institation ; 
bat the Colorado Slate Republic 
proves that he was " perfect in con- 
duct, improvement and pnnctuulily," 
by a reference to the official record 
of the school. 

Up to the present time, things are 
in an nnsettled condition, as the new 
Principal, Mr. Blattner, is also accus- 
ed of assaalt and battery upon a pn 
pil. The people are now calling on 
the Governor to remove the trustees. 

What a pretty state of affairs for 
an educational institution, and thai, 
too, a school for a class of children 
who can neither resent imposition nor 
protest agdinst neglect. For the honor 
of the State, if not for the sake of the 
beerabtised deaf and dnnib

Tac question that is now agitating 
the dB'if mutes of Iowa, is whether 
the State Legislature will appropri- 
ate money f.>r addilionul buildings to 
increase the capacity of the Institu- 
tion at Council Bluff*, «>r will recom- 
mend that a new institution be creat 
ed. It seems likely that the latter 
coarse will be adopted, and that the 
school will be located either at Des 
Moines or Cedar Rapids, with the bal- 
ance of opinion in favor of Des 
Moines. The capacity of the present 
school is altogether inadequate to 
meet the educational wants of the 
deaf-mutes of Iowa, and the action of 
the legislature is looke<J forward to 
with much interest and anticipation. 
U|>on the location of the new school, 
will depend, in great measure, its fu- 
ture prosperity, and it is with the best 
interests of the deaf and dumb in view 
that we endorse the article which ap 
peared in a recent issue of the Ana- 
moaa Eureka, which will be found in 
another column. The suggestion that 
the old capitol building at Des Moines 
might be used, if taken advantage of, 
will remove one of the greatest dif- 
fieultiee that will be met in starting 
the institnliun.

Ita aaperlority over tbe algn method 
Waa affirme'l V/y the International Congreaa for 
tbe Anielir.iration of the Condition of Deaf-Motes, 
which met in HiUn, Italy, in Augnat, imo, and 
the impetoa given ia beginning to be felt in tiie 
or>antry.

From Ihe Richmond, Va., State. 

When the Board of Visitors of the 
Deaf Dumb and Blind Asylum ore np 
pointed it will be their duty thorough- 
ly to overhaul the management of that 
institution ; to let alone that which is 
doing well, but to pluck up all the 
weeds that were scntlered there by 
Maliono rule and whioh, having taken 
root, have choked the growth of thrif- 
ty, fruitful plants. Tho first wood lo 
be cast out should be the Superinton 
dent of the Asylum, who has served 
only two years and who was placed in 
his present position, a raw, green of 
Hciai in his peculiar duties, for no 
other reason than that he wan a Ma 
honeito. Tho former Superinloinlent, 
Prof. Doyle, had servetl in tho secon<l 
office in the asylum, and afterwards as 
its Superintendent, more than Ihineon 
years of experience, was thus turned 
out, and to day his place is filled by a 
man with well-nigh no experience at 
all. He was dismissed for no miscon- 
du<!t, no charge of inefiicionry, no 
reason whatsoever. The pretext, if it 
even deserves so flimsy a namo as this, 
was that he would not bend his knee 
in politics lo the late iJoss, who then 
controlled afTairs. Mr. Holler (Ma 
honeite) has boon expected to dis 
charge his responsible duties. That 
this two year old Superintendent has 
impressed anyboily with his brilliant 
tolonts as an instructor of the deaf, 
dumb and blind, there is no evidence.

Tlie Lycmim was packad on Friday 
i)if»li(, the ocdiision heiiif? tlio delivery 
hoforo llio '■ Lit," on itivitation, of a 
Icol.mo by Dr. (iiillaudot. on hJH roccuit, 
tonrsoiilli mid west, from wliidi lie 
rt'lurned liist, JVloiiday. It is uiineooH- 
Hiiry for us to miy tliiit the lecture wivh 
delivered in tlie Doctor's usual, happy 
siyle, iiot an eye in the asHoinblii^t- 
(i;ro\vinfi[ weit-y in following him, 
while for a full hour an(l alialf lie (fe- 
Kcriljc'd the iidvciilureH iio had met with 
on the way. His first call was at the 
school in Iviioxvillo, Tenn., where \w. 
Hponl a most delij^hlful (hiy, the three 
graces of tlio school, " the Stoward'H 
pretty daughters," contrihnting mar- 
vi'luusly to his enjoyment of the visit. 
He had to leave tlie next morning for 
Raleigh, N. C, hut lie soon had cause 
to regret that lie did not listen to the 
urgings of his friends at Knoxvillo to 
prolong his stay. A wrecked freight 
train on (he road delayed him eight 
hours, and during this forced delay he 
liad full opportunity lo enjoy the 
Bceiiory foi which 'rennessee is fam- 
ous, and I ho spot wh(T(( In^ was de- 
tained,|i ho French Broad Ilivor Valley, 
was perfectly heauiiful, but time still 
hung heavy on his hands and to (]uick 
en the flight of the slow hours, bo took 
a walk to where the wreck was about a 
mile ahead. There he saw the train 
gang at work cutting a hole in an over- 
turned car, which when largo, gave 
means of egress to the imprisoned 
passengers withij — fifteen Kentucky 
mules. 

In North Carolina the Doc 
tor's traveling experieiico was not 
very enviable. His coacli of state on 
this occasion was a mere box on 
wheels, without springs or citshions, 
drawn by what seenuid to be three 
horses, but which were really only so 
many bags of skin and bono. And 
the ro.'id I Ah ! the road ;"it was oover- 
«'d with mud in some places three feet 
deeji, and plentifully sjirinkled with 
rocks, which caused no littlo discom- 
fort. It took seven mortal liourn for 
tliose three living skeletons to draw 
the primitive vehicle the twenty-one 
miles of the journey, and at tlie end 
the Doctor felt as if he had passed 
through tlio liopper of a grist mill, so 
awful was the jolting and shaking up 
he had re(^uived, and at times it had 
required all his patience and jthilo 
■.Hopliy to prevent him from jumping 
out ol the frying |ian into the tire, anil 
making the journey on foot. The 
vaoro niomory of the trip made his 
bones ache, the Doctor told us. 

At. Baton Kongo ho was most 
hospitably entertained liy the princi- 
pal of the school there, Mr. Ferguson. 
The deaf of Louisiana formerly had a 
niiit,niticent building for their school, 
but this was taken from them and 
tntuh; the seal of a university by a 
niggard legislature, while the former 
occupants were givon quarters com- 
paraiiv(^ly wretched and wholly un- 
Hui table and inadequate. The Doctor 
warmecl as Ins dwelt on this act of in- 
justice, and expressed his hope that 
the Louisiana school would at an 
early day reg.'iin its old patrimony 
from which it bad been so shamefully 
ousted. 

While at Baton llouge, the Doctor 
learned that the boat by which he in- 
tended io leave would arrive at four 
o'clo(^k in the morning, IIo got up 
at the right hour, and Buccueded in 
leaving iho Institution without at- 
tracting the attention of Mr. Fergu- 
son, who had kindly insisted that he 
would SCO him oil', but whom ho did 
not wish to put to so much incon- 
venience. He camo to tlio wharf in 
time, but tho boat was not tliere, nor 
dill it coino at flvo or six. In sliort, 
lie lia.l to wait until olovon o'clock, 
and in aihlition had to endiiro the 
gentle raillery of Mr. Ferguson, who 
of course did not thaidc him much for 
his attempt at taking French leave. 

The boat camo at last, however, atul 
the Doctor embarked, and was steam 
ing up the river. Ho made friends 
with the captain, Mr. Leathers, whose 
personal appearance certainly did not 
i)olie his name, ami whom he fouiid 
(piite a character, a regular old son, or 
rather river dog, who liad spent forty 
years on the M'ississijipi, during which 
tiiiK' ho had commanded and worn out 
seven boats, each named like liis pres- 
ent vessel, the Nulchex. Ho claimed 
that he ran on an average 1,000 miles 
a weiik, making .')2,((00 miles a year, 
or over two million miles during the 
forty years ho had navigated the Fa 
ther of Waters, l)ut as this yarn may 
soem r.ilher leathery, it may bo taken 
with a grain of salt. 

While journeying through Missis- 
sippi to Fulton, tho Doctor liad again 
to experience all the woes of travel 
under difiicnltios. Ho had secured 
first class p.'issago on the (Mileage & 
Alton Uiilroul, usually described as 
the (iiiest road of tho West. But the 
good fates preserve us from such a 
road, and from siudi tii'st clas.s pas 
sage I 'J'he oar was a mere cidioose, 
filled with men of tho Piko County 
type, who seemed to think the com 
paiiy had jirovided the car with n 
floor merely to serve tliem as a spit- 
loon for tobacco juice. At one ond, 
there was a huge stove, glowing red 
with (he iiiteiiHti (ire within, and at 
the other a roving maniac, a gigantic 
mail of six feet six, chained to a seat 
aifd manacled, and who constantly 
filled tho car witli his horrible and ob- 



scene ravings. Tho vile stench of to- 
bacco which filled tho car, the intense 
heat, tho jolting, and the blasphemies 
of tlie insane man, were too much for 
tho Doctor, and having all his senses 
thus assailed at once, he beat a re- 
treat, and left the caboose for a box 
car, where, though the cold was very 
great, his mind was at ease. Tho Doc 
tor's stay at Fulton was most plea- 
sant. 

Leaving Missouri, the traveler pass- 
ed on through Iowa to tho School at 
Council Bluffs. Hero he had an in- 
terview with tho ])upils of tho High 
Class in the Instiiutiou parlor, .and 
was examined and cross examined 
with merciless vigor. One wide-awake 
damsel ask(!d him if girls were admit- 
ted to Old Kendall, and the Doctor 
told us it cost him a severe i).'ing to dis- 
appoint his fair quoslioner. One of 
the boys wanted to know what sort of 
an animal the H. O. S. S. was, but 
the Doctor, as in honor bound, could 
give no information on this subject. 
Iowa jiromisos to tidje tho pennant for 
now students in tho Fall, for she will 
send at least six, and perhaps eight of 
her boys, to Kendall in September. 
They are welcome all of them, and we 
assure them they will bo rtjceivod with 
op(ai arms by every one of tho college 
fraternities, especially l)y our iionorod 
H. O. S. S., of which tlioy are ho anx 
ious to know something. We, for one, 
would have no objection if their 
pi'etty classmates were to come along 
with them. 

The Doctor also gave an interesting 
account of the "aural class" ar, the Oma- 
ha school, and expressed his opin- 
ion that the plan was a good 
one, and would probably lie fol 
lowed by other schools before long. 

Summing up, tho Doctor remarked 
that during the trip he had travehnl a 
distance of five thousand miles, pass- 
ing through seventeen States, visiting 
as many schools, and meeting ninety- 
eight teachers and sixteen hundred 
pupils. Aloat of the journey was dur 
ing fiiir and pleaaant weather, while 
at the same timo the folks at Old 
Kendall were rain and mud-bound. 
He met nin« of Kendall's Alumni— 
Houghton, '70, in Tennessee ; Hollo- 
way, '78, in Iowa; Roid, '72, in Ne- 
braska; Scott, '72, in Mississippi; 
Rogers, '7.3, in South Carolina ; Free 
man, '78, in Georgia, and Simpson, 
"78, in St. Louis. All of those, with 
the exception of the first two, are hap- 
py Benedi<^tH. and tho Doi^tor warm- 
ed as ho told how he enjoyed meeting 
his " oM boys " again. He paid a 
glowing tiibute to the wife of Mr. 
Rogers, saying that ///e supper of his 
journey had been taken beneath her 
liospitable roof, and that this supper 
— a supper fit for a king — had been 
prepared by her own fair hands. This 
announcement was received with lu^ar- 
ty applause by tho audience, and with- 
out dispiu'agemont to Mrs. Rogers, and 
with duo respect foi the Doctor, wo 
can not but think that Jlrs. R. mtist 
have known the old saying th.at the 
way to a man's heart is through his 
stomach. 

The Doctor's tillotlod hour and a 
half having flown, he was, mueh to the 
regret of tho audic^nce, compelled lo 
put lui end to his discourse. An tin- 
animous vote of thanks was tendered. 
\Vc have necessarily mentioned only a 
few of the incidents described, and feel 
ourselves unable to do justice to the 
fascinating nature of tlie discourHe. 
His graphic and impressive stylo loft 
no doubt as to what ho meant, paint 
cd each incident to (he eye, and wo all 
but accompanied him in his travels, 
saw with him, were jostled about with 
him, and huighod with him. It was a 
delightful lecturi> out and out. 

The regular exercises of the " Lit." 
followed the lecture. Tho debate of 
the cvoning was between Messrs. 
Davidson, '85, and Hyde, '80, on the 
aflirmalive, and Messrs. Kernoy, '85, 
and iMarsh, '88, on tho negative, on 
(ho subject, " Resolved, that Free 
Trade would be iiijuriou.s to the Unit- 
ed States."

There was given us a very interest- 
ing lecture in the chapel last Friday 
evening for an hour, by the superin- 
tendent, who took for his subject — 
"The Sandwich Islands." Leaving 
San Francisco, Cal., on Monday morn- 
ing, one can reach there — a distance 
of two thousand one hundred miles 
in !V week. They are situated far 
enough north of the equator to give a 
most lovely and delightful cliinalo 
whose temporalure never rises aViove 
80 degrees or falls below GO degrees. 
These islands are supposed to owe 
their origin to a volcanic earthquakes 
which heaved up sand in fragments — 
the loftiest elevation of ono being a 
mountain 13,000 feet above the 
level of the sea — forming after years 
tho finest group of islands in the 
Pacific Ocean, and probably the most 
beautiful thai can be found all over 
the world. The Aborigines of these 
islands were Blacks (first discovered 
by the murdered Captain Cook), a 
race uncivilized, very degraded and 
low, wearing scarcely any clothing, 
and indeed so beastly low that mis- 
sionaries first sent out there dared not 
for a long lime lei any of their white 
children mingle with sticli human 
bfcings. The populat on might have 
re.aclied a hundred thousand, biU. 
since it has been reduced one half, and 
it is thought very preferable that tho 
entire black race will disappear in the 
near future. 

Tho people of the Sandwich Islands 
of the present day are already as 
much as " one of uS " — civilized, 
fostering schools, and colleges, having 
churches, hotels, town halls, printing- 
ollices, Uospitais and a good many fine 
residences with, all thei modern im- 
provements, the only striking singu- 
larity being the absence of any chim- 
neys, and engaging in agriculture and 
commerce, exporting annually sixty 
tons of sugar, which brings them 
eight millions of dollars, and five 
thousand tons of rice ; the other 
products of less magnitude, among 
which are wool and cofTee, the latter 
called "Keua coflfee," being the most 
delicious kind known in the coft'ee 
trade. 

The Sandwich Islands have two 
great wonders the travellers as a rule 
never miss tho opportunity to visit. 
The highest mountain mentioned 
above has on its side ft crater, ever 
burning red lava at boiling heat. 
Upon a time our superintendent as- 
cended the mountain and visited this 
little volcano, and one ovniing as lie 
wivs in his hotel room atioiit to retire, 
suddenly a great light glared up into 
the heavens os if the morning was 
dawning. All rushed out, and wit- 
iiobsed a grand sight — there, bubbling 
over the brim of tho crater and run- 
ning down tho side, was a broad 
slreiim of red hot lava, carrying fire 
find destruction in its course, the erup- 
tion of which was however of very 
short duration, and the next morning 
the travellers repaired to the scene 
and examined the crater, which had 
resumed its natural appearance. 

The other wonder, on a neighboring 
island, is a mountain top with a dried 
up crater, bowl shaped, its >yidtli and 
length measured by miles, and down, 
the slopes in this bowl of nature suc- 
ceeds a bottom land or pl.aiii of (he 
richest soil, covering thous.ands of 
acres of growing sugar canes. To us 
life at the Sandwich Islands seems a 
haven of rest and ease, where the 
lilies toil not. 

The " B " floor teachers had a 
meeting in the library room Monday 
evening last week.

School lor the Deal. 

.4»Mjf>io«n, lotea, Statka, Feb. 81. 

Application is made, or will be made, 
to the legislature for additional build- 
ings for the school for tho deaf at Coun- 
cil Bluffs, or an appropriation to start a 
new school at Cedar Rapids or Dos 
Moines. If a new school is to bo es- 
tablished care should bo taken to He« 
that its site is well choson. The men 
who located the school at Council Bluffs 
had little knowledge of such matters 
and less judgment No college trus- 
tees would locate three miles from the 
city, and half tho land donated value- 
less, being liable to overflows. Shonld 
a new school be started, it ongbt to be 
located about one mile from a city, not 
more. We do not know how far from 
Cedar Rapids the ton acre lot offered 
lies, nor in what shape, and therefore 
can form no opinion regarding it. 
For the present, should the legislatnre 
decide on a new school, tho old capital 
at Des Moines might bo used, and 
eventually new buildings a mile outride 

lie city would come in course. It 
should be borne in mind that the deaf 
learn only through the eye, and tliere- 
foro the institution shotild be within 
roach of a large city with its thousand 
and one objects of interest to children. 
Then at Des Moines are also the states 

tVicers and the biennial sessions of the 
iogislaturc, and thorough supervision 
could be maintained at all times. It 
would be well to remember in locating 
anew school, if we are to have a new 
school, that ^ ment is not 

for the pecuii of any city 

r town, but solely for tho education 
of a class to whom tho ordinary schools 
are useless. The natural fitness of 
things oaght to be kept in mind.

Perhaps it would not be amiss on 
our part if we were to call the atten- 
tion of the readers of the Jouehal to 
No 107 of Funk and Wagnalls' Stan- 
dard [..ibrary. A copy of the same 
WIS sent us for perusal some three 
weeks-ngo when it Orst ap pmrod , »m A - 
we found its contents ench a.s to be of 
the highest interest to the deaf-mute 
render. 

It contains two novels by the late 
[van Turgcnieff, the greatest literarv 
genius whom Uiis^sia ha.s jiroduceu, 
and who through his writings has 
had more to<lo with the social atid 
political changes that have taken 
place during the last twenty-five years 
in Russia, than any other individual 
man, more even than the C/!ar liitn- 
self. These two novels are " Mumu " 
and "The Diary of a Siipcifluous 
Man." It is of " Mumu " t'lat we 
would like to 8f>eak. It is a typical 
Uiissian novel, setting forth the dis- 
linguishing cliaract.cri8tic8 of what 
were the two great social classes of 
Hiissia— the noliles and the serfs — 
I he former harsh, proud, and over- 
Ijcaring, the latter rude and siipersti- 
lions. Jiving in abject submission to, 
and knowing no other law than the 
will of their master, perfect slaves 
both in body and mind. 

What makes the novel of special 
interest to us, is that the hero is a 
denfviute. Garassim. as he is called, 
uneilucated but of high intelligence, 
a giant possessing the strength of 
four ordiiniry men, faithful, devfded, 
and lis HubmiHSive to the will of the 
the female despot whose property 
he is as any one of his brethren. 
In short, in Garassim, TurgeniefT 
■ihows ii.s the t.ypiciil Uusniati serf as 
he existed thirty years ago. And the 
iMiSlofitis that the picture of Gar- 
;i)'sim as a deaf-mute is not over- 
drawn — it is thoroughly natural. He 
is not shown to us a>4 a monstrosity of 
vulgar superstition, but simply as an 
uneducated deaf-mute, looking u|x)n 
his fellows with suspicion and dis- 
iriist, and regarded by them as a 
"devil, a demon of the woods," 
"<leaf and mute, and as devoid of 
sense as a spot on the wall ; a statue — 
worse than a statue, an asp- tree," 
while in very truth this "demon" snr- 
imsses them all in sincerity, nobleness 
and depth of feeling, his misfortune 
being the means which prevents him 
from sinking to their own degraded 
level. 

Flashes of delicate humor gleam 
here and there in the narrative, but 
its chief beauty is the deep pathos 
with which it apjieals to our sensibili- 
ties. It tells the 8im[)le story of Gar- 
ansim'g devoted love for a woman of 
his own class, Tatiana ; and of the 
tyrannical way in whi3h "her lady- 
ship'' interferes and gives the girl to 
another of her serfs, a true instance of 
the reckless despotism of the Russian 
sei-f owner. G;ir!«s<iim is jnr<t sorf 

ongit to 

riiggle of 
ly touching, and next a chance in- 
cident brings a dog on the scene, up- 
on which the mute, following one 
of those strange impulses to which 
the soul is so liable, transfers 
all the wealth of his affection. 

This dog is Mumu. a name Ganis- 
sim has given her himself, and the 
strange friendship of the mute man 
and the dumb aniuuil for each other 
is descrif>ed in most graphic style. 
Here, again, "her ladyship" inter- 
feres. She conceives first a liking 
and then a violent aversion to the dog, 
and, led by her orders, the animal is 
s<;cretly stolen away. The a/jony of 
the [Kjor Garassim, when he discovers 
.Mnmu's loss, his clTorts to find her, 
his joy when his pet omes back, his 
ingenious shifts to shield her from de- 
t<-ction, his despair, and his final re- 
solution to put his four-footed friend 
out of misery himself, when he is giv 
en to understand that her " ladyship" 
has given orders to kill the (Xou, is de- 
|)ict«d with a master hand. The de- 
scription of the death, the sacrifice as 
it were, of .Vfutnu, is the finest jias- 
sage in the book, and is almost iin- 
erpialled for pathos. 

This is, perhap.s, the only story by a 
first class novelist, in which a deaf- 
mate is the centra] figure. Dickens, 
in several of his novels, makes men- 
tion of deaf mutes, and Scott, in his 
" Feveril of the Peak," gives a fine 
portraiture of a piteudo deaf-miiie, 
Teuella, but tlifHe all i)Iiiv .secondary 
roles.

Ijast Tuesday evening was very 
stortny, conscfjiiently the meeting of 
the Guild of Silent Workers was but 
slimly attended. Shortly after eight 
o'clock, when the V'ice-Prcsidcnt, R«v. 
.John Chamberlain asscnded the los 
triim to open the proceedings, there 
was not more than twenty-seven per- 
sons present, very few of tlietn being 
non-members. 

After prayer came the usttal routine 
business, and then iSiii treasurer read 
hirt roport, which showed that he had 
coll cte<l from tnembers $3.50 ; initia- 
lion fee from a new member 50 cents, 
and ^lll donated by some ])ers<n)s 
who takes an interest in the Guild's 
good work. 

The Secretary read communications 
from Mr. and Mrs. Spink and Alex 
Di'zondorf, who desired to resign. All 
of them were in arrears for dues, but 
as the first two were known to bo in 
poor ciicutnstances, on motion of the 
big-hearted A. A. Barnes, their 
arrears were remitted and their re- 
signation accepted. As for the other 
|»er«on, he is known to have boasteil 
of getting a " heaiitifiil " salary, so his 
resignation was tabled until he settles, 
when it will be taken up. and without 
floiibt, passed, as the Guild docs not 
want any one to remain a member 
unless they desire to do so. Still the 
writer thinks ten cents a tnonth is not 
a very large contribution to the chari- 
table work of the Guild, and thai 
•' Alex " made a rather grave mistake 
in tendering his resignation asu mem- 
ber. 

Mr. W. G. Pownall, of the Visiting 
Committee said a poor German deaf- 
mute who recently landed in this 
country, h'ld a|>plied to him for work 
He was given odd jobs to do. He 
complained of pains in his chest ; he 
said he had no relatives in this 
counlry. Mr. Pownall gave him three 
dollars so that he could consult a 
physician and buy some medicine The 
mute's comj)laint was hasty consump- 
tion. Mr. Pownall got him admitted 
to a hospital, but he died, and Mr. 
Pownall gave two dollars more towards 
his funeral expenses. .Mr. Barnes im- 
mediately moved that the five dollars 
'>'! refunded to .Mr. Pownall out of 

•n troiimry »l tiip.-€hrild» 
iiioiisiy passed. 

Although tlio Guild of Silent 
Workers is under the managetnent of 
the rector of St. Ann's Church, yet it 
is not a sectarian organization ; its aid 
will be given to all unfortunate mutes 
whatever their color or religious creed 
may be ; it will endeavour to obtain 
emi)loyment for those out of work, 
and in many other ways contribute to 
the well being of our class. With 
such a worthy object, all mutes of 
this vicinity, should become members 
of it ; yet, with few exceptions, the 
Jews and Catholics will not join the 
Guild. 

Ufwn its organization, one of the 
first applicants for relief was, we 
think, a .Jew tailor who had something 
the tnatter with his eyes, and was in 
a rather destitute circumstances ; 
other Jews have asked the aid of the 
Guild in obtaining emphiyment, and 
its President, Dr. Qallaiidet, has in 
many occasions secured work for 
Catholic mutes. Now if Jews and 
Catllolic^ have consCientions scnijilcs 
against joining the Guild, we should 
think they would form organizations 
for the relief of thoscoftneir religious 
creed, who may 1x5 so unfortunnte as 
to need it, and thus relieve the Guild 
of much work, which properly belongs 
to them. It is true that, according to 
the constittttion. nnbaptized persons 
cannot hold ofTice in the Guild ; but 
that is a very small matter. Wo think 
there are none connected with the 
Guild, who joined it with the purpose 
of spreading themselves Ijcforc the 
public as "great men," and we don't 
believe, like many, that the mass of 
Jews stand aloof from the Guild 
because they cannot hold ofFicc. We 
therefore ask all mutes, whatever 
their color or religion, to become 
ineml)er8 of the Guild, and are sure 
that this invitation will meet the 
hearty approval of its officers and 
members. This invitation we extend 
with the understanding that there is 
no organization similar to the Guild 
among the Hebrew and Catholic 
mutes. 



Among other things, Dr. Peet said 
that he had been associated with 
mutes for fifty- nine years, and that 
n some respects ho considered himself 
one, though endowed with speedy and 
hearing ; that the " language of signs 
was the language of ideas" (ap()laii8e). 
He told of soil' he had seen in 

JJ4U'jCtpc. Hov, . of t]io institu- 

tions where signs were prohibited, he 
had seen the jiupils talking in them 
during theirleisnre hours. He thought 
the letters used by tnutesof this coun- 
try better than the clumsy two-handed 
manual alf)habet of the English. He 
ex[)laiiicd tlio sysletns of instruction 
pursued in France and in (ilermany ; 
that Paris and Berlin were both beau- 
tiful cities, but the former was full of 
life and excitement, while the latter 
was marvelously clean and quiet. He 
spoke also the difference between the 
systems jiursued in the inHtruction of 
the deaf iti those two countries. 

Dr. Peet also paid a glowing tribute 
to the tnen of various countries who 
devoted their lives to the cause of 
deaf>mute education. However much 
they differed with him as to the best 
way o^imparIillg instruction to mutes, 
they were all worthy of the highest 
praise He said that, althoug Abbe 
de FEixjd was aead, his "spirit siill 
lives — in this count ly ;" that "signs 
was the language of nature," that lie 
"never tnink.i iu words" (sensation) 
.Some of his friends thought ho must 
he mistaken, but lie emphatically re- 
iierated the assertion that "he never 
Ihinkit in woi'ds." 

He t.ild how Prof. A. Graham Bell 
was once a teacher of the deaf, bin 
but now, throiigli his invention of the 
telephone, was a millioiiaric, who, hav- 
ing time and leisure, devoted both to 
the Caii.se of til ute instrnciion. Men 
lion was also ma<le of Prof. Bell's 
beautiful wife, who articulates and 
reads the lip.< so well, that many noi 
aeqiiaintel with her infirmity would 
never suspect it unless told before- 
hand. 

The lecture was very interesting, 
and abounded witii short anec<lot»'s 
and " beautiful gems of thought." 
.Strict attention was paid througlioiil 
its delivery, which look up little tnore 
than one hour. Those who were pre- 
sent enjoyed a nice literary treat, and, 
at the same time, received much light 
upon a subject over which learned 
men have, and still continue to differ. 

Mr. Franklin Campbell maile a few 
remarks, and then Mr. Hodgson 
took the roiitriitn and said, in sub- 
stance, that he did not pretend to 
thoroughly understand the systems of 
deaf-mute inslniotion, and could only 
judge of their eOiciency by the results. 
PVom what ho had observed, the ma- 
jority of dejif-nintes who were educa- 
ted by the sign system were well post- 
ed as to general events, and seemed to 
bo making their way in the world, in- 
dependiMjt of aid from any one. He 
believed in teaching articulation in 
many casex. Imi :iK<i tli<iMrr||t jt would 
blLto tlteii -i; sign-lan- 

guage Wiin • ,, ,,>,u,i.-,i,iod by all. 
Mr. P'rochlich followed, and said the 
best way (in his opinion) to teach 
mutes lip-reading and articulation, 
was to avoid the use of signs. He 
citx'd himself as an exam|)le. His 
education was imparted to him with- 
out the aid of signs, and it was not 
until he was more than 21 years of 
age that he began to associate with 
mutes who used them. 

At the adjournment of the meet- 
ing. Dr. Peet held quite a levee, his 
mute friends pressing forward to shake 
hands with and speak a hw words to 
him, and the warmest of their greet- 
ings was evidence that this great man 
who has done so much for the intel- 
l.ctual advancement of the deaf and 
dumb is held high in theirestimation, 
and will be remembered with grati- 
tude long after he is returned to the 
dust from whence he came, fionglive 
Isaac lyjwis Peet, LL. D., the friend 
and benefactor of deaf-mutes.

If so, what is 
his name, and what has he done in 
the way of collecting money for it ? 
We believe there was one apf)oiiited 
some six or eight months ago, but 
since that time, have heard nothing 
about him in connection with the 
"Fund." 

The movement for the erection of 
a memorial to the older Gallaudet, 
startcrl at the last National Conven- 
tion, docs not seem to create any en- 
thusiasm among the mutes here- 
about.8 ; in fact, it it rarely mention- 
ed. The chairman of the committee, 
having the matter in charge, since his 
app<»intnient, has done nothing to for- 
ward its interest. Already six months 
hiM passed since the movement began, 
and less than $100 lias been siibscrib 
ed.

Potatoes only moderately sun-burn- 
ed arc in no wise injured for seed.

Hens can not produce eggs unless 
their food contains the elementp of 
which the egg is composed. 

In whitewashing your hennery, put 
some kerosene oil into the mixture 
for the benefit of the hen lice. 

It is said that milk can bo kept sweet 
in hot weather for several ilays by 
adding a teaspoonful of stilt to evary 
pan. or a little fresh grated horse- 
radish. 

Ilarditiess is the most essential re- 
quisite in fruit trees. No matter how 
beautiful the fruit and foliage, they 
will prove unprofitable unless able to 
stand severe winters. 

Do not feed corn to the bucks, but 
give them plenty of oals and keen 
them out of storms. The best flocK 
masters put the bucks by themselves 
at night. The lambs will be stronger. 
To show how cold weather nfTect.s 
cows, an intelligent dairy farmer men- 
tions a case where a herd of cows, 
which had usually been supplied from 
troughs and pipes in the stalls, were, 
on acco'int of an obstruction in tlit! 
pipes, obli|jed to bo turned out twice 
a dity, while the weather was cold, 
to l>« watered in the yard. The 
fpiantity of milk instantly decreased, 
and in three days the falling off bo- 
came very considerable. After the 
(lipes were tnended, and the cows 
again watered as before in their stalls, 
the flow of milk returned, ('ows 
when giving milk are tnore sensitive 
to the cold than when they are dry, 
and e);po8ui-e|to severe cold interferes 
with the secretion of oiilk.
